*  Viz.,  mortally. 
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9  Who  hath  said  to  his  father,  and  to  his 
mother  :  I  do  not  know  you ;  and  to  his 
brethren :  I  know  you  not,  and  their  own 
children  they  have  not  known.  These  have 
kept  thy  word,  and  observed  thy  covenant. 

5  Blessed  is  he  whom  thou  hast  chosen,  Ps. 
and  taken  to  thee :  he  shall  dwell  in  thy  Ixiv. 
courts. 

26  .  .  .  Blessed  be  he  that  cometh  in  the  Ps. 
name  of  the  Lord  .  .  .  cxvii. 

7  How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are    Isaias 
the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings.       Hi. 
and   that   preacheth   peace :    of    him    that 
sheweth  forth  good,  that  preacheth  salvation, 

that  saith  to  Sion  :  Thy  God  shall  reign  ! 

8  The  voice  of  thy  watchmen  :  they  have 
lifted  up  their  voice,  they  shall  praise  toge- 
ther :  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye  when  the 
Lord  shall  convert  Sion. 

7  So  thou,  O  son  of  man,  I  have  made    Ezech. 
thee  a  watchman  to  the  house  of  Israel :     xxxiii. 
therefore  thou  shalt  hear  the  word  from  my 
mouth,  and  shalt  tell  it  them  from  me. 

1 9  And  (Jesus)  saith  to  them :  Come  ye  S.  Matt, 
after  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  be  fishers        iv. 
of  men. 

40  He  that  receiveth  you,  receiveth  me  :   S.  Matt, 
and  he  that  reciveth  me,  receiveth  him  that       x. 
sent  me. 
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J  5  Jesus  saith  to  them  :  But  whom  do  you  S.  Matt, 
say  that  I  am  ?  xvi. 

1 6  Simon  Peter  answered  and  said  :  Thou 
art  Christ  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 

1 7  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to  him : 
Blessed  art  thou,  Simon  Bar-Jona  :  because 
flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  to  thee, 
but  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

1 8  And  I  say  to  thee:  That  thou  art 
Peter  ;*  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my 

*  "Thou  art  Peter  .  .  ."  &c.  As  S.  Peter,  by  Divine  revela- 
tion, here  made  a  solemn  profession  of  his  faith  in  the  divinity  of 
Christ ;  so  in  recompense  of  this  faith  and  profession,  our  Lord 
here  declares  to  him  the  dignity  to  which  he  is  pleased  to  raise 
him.  Viz.,  that  he,  to  whom  he  had  already  given  the  name  of 
Peter,  signifying  a  rock^  should  be  a  rock  indeed,  of  invincible 
strength,  for  the  support  of  the  building  of  the  church  ;  in  which 
building  he  should  be,  next  to  Christ  himself,  the  chief  founda- 
tion stone,  in  quality  of  chief  pastor,  ruler,  and  governor  ;  and 
should  have  accordingly  all  fulness  of  ecclesiastical  power,  signi- 
fied by  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Ibid.  "  Upon  this 
rock,"  (Sic.  The  words  of  Christ  to  Peter,  spoken  in  the  vulgar 
language  of  the  Jews  which  our  Lord  made  use  of,  were  the  same 
as  if  he  had  said  in  English,  Thou  art  a  Rock,  and  upon  this 
rock  I  will  build  my  church.  So  that,  by  the  plain  course  of  the 
words,  Peter  is  here  declared  to  be  the  rock,  upon  which  the 
church  was  to  be  built :  Christ  himself  being  the  principal  foun- 
dation and  founder  of  the  same.  AVhere  also  note,  that  Christ, 
by  building  his  house,  that  is  his  church,  upon  a  rock,  has  thereby 
secured  it  against  all  storms  and  floods,  like  the  wise  builder 
(S.  Matt,  vii.,  24th  and  25th  verses),  against  which  the  gates  of 
hell,  &c.,  can  never  prevail. 
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church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  pre- 
vail against  it. 

19  And  I  will  give  to  thee  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  And  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  bind  upon  earth,  it  shall  be  bound  also 
in  heaven  :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose* 
on  earth,  it  shall  be  loosed  also  in  heaven. 

15  And  he  said  to  (his  apostles) :  Go  ye  S.  Mark 
into  the  whole  world,  and  preach  the  gospel       xvi.

Yea,  Lord,  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
He  saith  to  him  :  Feed  my  lambs. 

1 7  He  saith  to  him  the  third  time  :  Simon 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was 
grieved,  because  he  said  to  him  the  third 
time,  Lovest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said  to  him  : 
Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things  ;  thou  knowest 
that  I  love  thee.  He  said  to  him  :  Feed  my

And  here  He  fulfils  that 
promise,  by  charging  him  with  the  superintending  of  all  His  sheep, 
without  exception  :  and  consequently  of  His  whole  flock,  that  is, 
of  His  whole  church. 

t  "  All  power."  See  here  the  warrant  and  commission  of  the 
apostles  and  their  successors,  the  bishops  and  pastors  of  Christ's 
church.  He  received  from  His  Father  all  power  in  heaven  and 
in  earth  :  and  in  virtue  of  this  power  He  sends  them  even  as  His 
Father  sent  Him  (S.  John  xx.,  21st  ver^e)  to  teach  not  one,  but 
all  nations  :  and  instruct  them  in  all  truths  :  and  that  He  may 
assist  them  effectually  in  the  execution  of  this  commission,  H

sent? 

14  But  Peter  standing  in  the  midst  of  the    Actsii. 
eleven,  lifted  up  his  voice,  and   spoke   to 
them :  Ye  men  of  Judea,  and  all  you  that 
dwell  in  Jerusalem,  be  this  known  to  you, 
and  with  your  ears  receive  my  words. t 

41  They  therefore  that  received  his  word 

promises  to  be  with  them  (not  for  three  or  four  hundred  years) 
but  all  days,  even  to  the  consummation  of  the  world. 

*  How  then  could  the  Catholic  church  ever  go  astray  :  having 
always  with  her  pastors,  as  is  here  promised,  Christ  himself,  who 
is  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life  (S.  John  xiv.)  ? 

t  15th  to  40th  verse  inclusive,  Acts  ii.

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were  baptized :  and  there  was  added  in  that 
day  about  three  thousand  souls. 

1 2  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were    Acts  v. 
many  signs  and  wonders  ^\Tought  among  the

13  But  of  the  rest  no  man  durst  join  him- 
self unto  them;  but  the  people  magnified  them. 

34  And  Peter  opening  his  mouth,  said  :    Acts  x. 
In   very  deed   I   perceive   that   God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons. 

36  God  sent  his  word  to  the  children  of 
Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ  (he 
is  Lord  of  all)  :

7  And  when  there  had  been  much  dis- 
puting, Peter  rising  up  said  to  them :  Men 
brethren,  you  know  that  in  former  days  God 
made  choice  among  us,  that  by  my  mouth 
the  gentiles  should  hear  the  word  of  the 
gospel  and  believe. 

8  And  God  who  knoweth  the  hearts,  gave 
testimony,  giving  unto  them  the  Holy  Ghost 
as  unto  us. 

32  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  Peter,  as  he   Acts  ix. 
passed  through  visiting  all,  came  to  the  saints 
who  dwelt  at  Lydda. 

19  For  God  indeed  was  in  Christ  recon-  2  Cor.  v, 
ciling  the  world  to  himself,  not  imputing  to 

them  their  sins,  and  he  hath  placed  in  us 
the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  We  are,  therefore,  ambassadors  for 
Christ,  God  as  it  were  exhorting  by  us.  For 
Christ  we  beseech  you,  be  ye  reconciled  to 
God. 
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4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  Acts  vi. 
prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word. 

9  For  we  are  God's   coadjutors  :  you  are  i  Cor. 
God's  husbandry,  you  are  God's  building.  iii. 

4  But  as  we  were  approved  of  God,  that  i  Thess. 
the  gospel  should  be  committed  to  us ;  even        ii.

ledge,   and  they  shall  seek  the  law  at  his        ii- 
mouth  :  because  he  is  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts. 

31  With  all  thy  soul  fear  the  Lord,  and    Ecclus. 
reverence  his  priests.  vii. 

32  With  all  thy  strength  love  him  that 
made  thee  :  and  forsake  not  his  ministers. 

33  Honour  God  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
give  honour  to  the  priests  .  .  . 

34  Give  them  their  portion,  as  it  is  com- 
manded thee  .  .  . 

12  Give  to  the  most  High  according  to    Ecclus. 
what  he  hath  given  to  thee,  and  with  a  good     xxxv. 
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eye   do   according    to    the    ability   of   thy 
hands. 

17  Keep  thy  foot,  when  thou  goest  into    Eccles. 
the  house  of  God,  and  draw  near  to  hear,       iv. 
For  much  better  is  obedience,  than  the  vic- 
tims of  fools,  who  know  not  what  evil  they  do. 

15  And  I  will  give  you  pastors  according    Jer.  iii.

20  Amen,  amen,  I  say  to  you,  he   that    S.  John 
receiveth  whomsoever  I  send,  receiveth  me  :       xiii.

37  .  .  .  The  harvest,  indeed,  is  great,  but  S.  Matt.

9  Nothing  is  more  wicked  than  the  cove-   Ecclus.

10  There  is  not  a  more  wicked  thing  than 
to  love  money  ;  for  such  a  one  setteth  even 
his  own  soul  to  sale  :  because  while  he  liveth 
he  hath  cast  away  his  bowels. 

18  There  is  one  that  is  enriched  by  living    Ecclus. 
sparingly,  and  this  is  the  portion  of  his  re-       xi.

19  In  that  he  saith  :  I  have  found  me 
rest,  and  now  I  will  eat  of  my  goods  alone :

9  The  eye  of  the  covetous  man  is  insa- 
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liable  in  his  portion  of  iniquity :  he  will  not 
be  satisfied  till  he  consume  his  own  soul, 
drying  it  up.

mented. 

10  He  that  shall  lead  into  captivity,  shall  Apoc. 
go  into  captivity :  he  that  shall  kill  by  the      xiii. 
sword,  must  be  killed  by  the  sword  .  .  . 

1 1  He  that  hurteth,  let  him  hurt  still :  *  Apoc. 
and  he  that  is  filthy,  let  him  be  filthy  still :      xxii. 
and  he  that  is  just,  let  him  be  justified  still : 

and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be  sanctified  still. 

*  It  is  not  an  exhortation,  or  licence  to  go  on  in  sin  ;  but  an 
intimation,  that  how  far  soever  the  wicked  may  proceed,  their 
progress  shall  quickly  end,  and  then  they  must  expect  to  meet 
with  proportionable  punishments. 
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14  Blessed  are  they  that  wash  their  robes 
in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb :  that  they  may 
have  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter 
in  by  the  gates  into  the  city.

Do  good,  and  lend;  hoping  for 
nothing  thereby :  and  your  reward  shall  be 
great,  and  you  shall  be  the  sons  of  the  most 
High ;  for  he  is  kind  to  the  unthankful  and 
to  the  evil.

saved,  yet  so  as  by  fire ;"  being  liable  to  this  punishment,  by 
reason  of  the  "  wood,  hay,  and  stubble,"  which  was  mixed  with 
their  building.

5  And  that  he  was  seen  by  Cephas ;  and 
after  that  by  the  eleven. 

6  Then  was  he  seen  by  more  than  five 
hundred  brethren  at  once :  of  whom  many 
remain  until  this  present,  and  some  are  fallen 
asleep. 
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7  After  that,  he  was  seen  by  James,  then 
by  all  the  apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all,  he  was  seen  also  by  me, 
as  by  one  born  out  of  due  time.  ^2/. 

20  But  now  Christ  is  risen  from  the  dead,  .     

the  first-fruits  of  them  that  sleep.  i^    ^uU    4uf^ 

21  For  by  a  man  came  death,  and  by  a    ,    /^   j^    ^j 
man  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

22  And  as  in  Adam  all  die,  so  also  in 
Christ  all  shall  be  made  alive. 

35  But  some  man  will  say :  How  do  the 
dead  rise  again?  or  with  what  manner  of 
body  shall  they  come  ? 

36  Senseless  man,  that  which  thou  sowest 
is  not  quickened,  except  it  die  first. 

37  And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou 
sowest  not  the  body  that  shall  be ;  but  bare 
grain,  as  of  wheat,  or  of  some  of  the  rest. 

38  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  he  will : 
and  to  every  seed  its  proper  body. 

'  42  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.

52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,  at  the  last  trumpet :  for  the  trumpet 
shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  rise  again  in- 
corruptible :  and  we  shall  be  changed.

2 1  If  thy  enemy  be  hungry,  give  him  to  Prov. 
eat :  if  he  thirst,  give  him  water  to  drink.  xxv. 

15  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Because  Ezech. 
the  Philistines  have  taken  vengeance,  and     xxv. 
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have  revenged  themselves  with  all  their  mind, 
destroying  and  satisfying  old  enmities  : 

16  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God: 
Behold  I  will  stretch  forth  my  hand  upon 
the  Philistines,  and  will  kill  the  killers,  and 
will  destroy  the  remnant  of  the  sea-coast. 

II  Thus  saith  the  Lord  :  For  three  crimes  Amos  i. 
of  Edom,  and  for  four  I  will  not  convert 
him  :  because  he  hath  pursued  his  brother 
with  the  sword,  and  hath  cast  off  all  pity, 
and  hath  carried  on  his  fury,  and  hath  kept 
his  wrath  to  the  end.

You  know  not  of  what  spirit  you  are. 

38  You  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  :  S.  Matt. 
An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth.  v. 

43  You  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said. 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate  thy 
enemy. 

44  But  I  say  to  you,  Love  your  enemies, 
do  good  to  them  that  hate  you :  and  pray 
for  them  that  persecute  and  calumniate 
you : 

45  That  you  may  be  the  children  of  your 
Father  who  is  in  heaven,  who  maketh  his 
sun  to  rise  upon  the  good  and  bad,  and  rain- 
eth  upon  the  just  and  the  unjust. 
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14  Bless  them  that  persecute  you  :  bless,  Rom.xii. 
and  curse  not. 

17  To  no  man  rendering  evil  for  evil  .  .  . 

19  Not  revenging  yourselves,  my  dearly 
beloved ;  but  give  place  unto  wrath,  for  it  is 
written  :  Revenge  to  me  ;  I  will  repay,  saith 
the  Lord. 

15  See  that  none  render  evil  for  evil  to  i  Thess_ 
any  man  :  but  ever  follow  that  which  is  good        v. 
towards  each  other,  and  towards  all  men. 

9  .  .  .  For  unto  this  you  are  called,  that  i  S.  Peter 
you  may  inherit  a  blessing.  iii. 

REVILING.  ' 

1 1  Blessed  are  you  when  men  shall  revile  S.  Matt, 
you,  and  persecute  you,   and  shall  say  all        v. 
manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my 

sake : 

12  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  be- 
cause your  reward  is  very  great  in  heaven. 

22  But  I  say  to  you,  that  whosoever  is 
angry  with  his  brother,  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  judgment.  And  whosoever  shall  say  to 
his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
council.  And  whosoever  shall  say.  Thou 
fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

10  .  .  .  Railers  .  .  .  shall  not  possess  the  iCor.  vi. 
kingdom  of  God. 

12...  We  are  reviled,  and  we  bless,  i  Cor.  iv. 
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9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil  nor  railing  i  S.  Peter 
for  railing.  iii. 

14  If  you  be  reproached  for  the  name  of  i  S.  Peter 
Christ,  you  shall  be  blessed  :  for  that  which       iv. 
is  of  the  honour,  glory,  and  power  of  God, 
and  that  which  is  his  Spirit,  resteth  upon 
you. 

23  (Christ)  who  when  he  was  reviled,  did  i  S.  Peter 
not  revile.  ii. 

9  When  Michael  the  Archangel,  disputing  S.  Jude. 
with  the  devil,  contended  about  the  body  of 
Moses,  he  durst  not  bring  against  him  the 
judgment  of  railing  speech,  but  said :    The 
Lord  command  thee.*

11  Take  heed,  and  beware  lest  at  any    Deut. 
time  thou  forget  the  Lord  thy  God  .  .  .  viii. 

12  Lest  after  thou  hast  eaten  and  art 
filled,  hast  built  goodly  houses,  and  dwelt 
in  them, 

13  And  shalt  have  herds  of  oxen,  and 
flocks  of  sheep,  and  plenty  of  gold  and  silver, 
and  of  all  things, 

14  Thy  heart  be  lifted  up,  and  thou  re- 
member not  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought 
thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the 
house  of  bondage.

10  Where  there  are  great  riches,  there  are  Ecclus.

12  There  is  also  another  grievous  evil 
which  I  have  seen  under  the  sun :  riches 
kept  to  the  hurt  of  the  owner.

3  Gold  and  silver  hath  destroyed  many,  Ecclus. 
and  hath  reached  even  to  the  heart  of  kings,      viii. 
and  perverted  them, 

5  Injuries  and  wrongs  will  waste  riches  :  Ecclus. 
and  the  house  that  is  very  rich  shall  be     xxi. 
brought  to  nothing  by  pride :    so  the  sub- 
stance of  the  proud  sliall  be  rooted  out. 
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30  Riches  are  good  to  him  that  hath  no   Ecclus. 
sin  in  his  conscience.  xiii. 

22  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  maketh  men  Pro  v.  x. 
rich :   neither  shall  affliction  be    joined  to 

them. 

8  Blessed  is  the  rich  man  that  is  found   Ecclus. 
without  blemish :  and  hath  not  gone  after     xxxi. 
gold,  nor  put  his  trust  in  money  nor  in  trea- 
sures. 

9  Who  is  he,  and  we  will  praise  him  ?  for 
he  hath  done  wonderful  things  in  his  life. 

10  Who  hath  been  tried  thereby,  and 
made  perfect,  he  shall  have  glory  everlasting. 
He  that  could  have  transgressed  and  hath 
not  transgressed :  and  could  do  evil  things, 
and  hath  not  done  them  : 

1 1  Therefore  are  his  goods  established  in 
the  Lord,  and  all  the  church  of  the  saints 
shall  declare  his  alms.

27  And  Jesus  looking  on  them,  saith: 
With  men  it  is  impossible ;  but  not  with 
God  :  for  all  things  are  possible  with  God. 

19  The  cares  of  the  world,  and  the  de-  S.  Mark 
ceitfulness  of  riches,  and  the  lusts  after  other       iv. 
things  entering  in,  choke  the  word  :  and  it 
is  made  fruitless. 

17  Charge  the  rich  of  this  world  not  to    i  'I'im. 
be  high-minded,  nor  to  trust  in  the  uncer-       vi. 
tainty  of  riches,  but  in  the  living  God  (who 
giveth  us  abundantly  all  things  to  enjoy) ; 

18  To  do  good  ;  to  be  rich  in  good  works  ; 
to  distribute  readily ;  to  communicate  to 
others ; 

19  To  lay  up  in  store  for  themselves  a 
good  foundation  against  the  time  to  come, 
that  they  may  obtain  true  life. 

9  Let  the  brother  of  low  condition  glory  S.  James 
in  his  exaltation  :  i. 

10  But  the  rich,  in  his  being  low,  because 
as  the  flower  of  the  grass  shall  he  pass  away. 
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SADNESS. 

38  .  .  .   My  soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto  S.  Matt, 
death  :  stay  you  here,  and  watch  with  me.         xxvi. 
13  Is  any  of  you  sad?    Let  him  pray  .  .  .  S.  James

5  I  looked  on  my  right  hand,  and  beheld  :  Ps.  cxli. 
and  there  was  no  one  that  would  know  me. 

Flight  hath  failed  me  :  and  there  is  no  one 
that  hath  regard  to  my  soul. 

1 1  My  life  is  wasted  with   grief :  and  my  Ps.  xxx. 
years  in   sighs.     My   strength  is  weakened 
through  poverty,  and  my  bones  are  disturbed. 

13  I  am  forgotten  as  one  dead  from  the 
heart. 

2  Save  me,  O  God :  for  the  waters  are       Ps.

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17  The  sadness  of  the  heart  is  every  Ecclus.

16  .  .  .  There  is  no  pleasure  above  the  joy  Ecclus.

22  Give  not  up  thy  soul  to  sadness,  and 
afflict  not  thyself  in  thy  own  counsel. 

23  The  joyfulness  of  the  heart,  is  the  life 
of  a  man,  and  a  never  failing  treasure  of 
holiness  :  and  the  joy  of  a  man  is  length  of 
life. 

24  Have  pity  on  thy  own  soul,  pleasing 
God,  and  contain  thyself:  gather  up  thy 
heart  in  his  holiness :  and  drive  away  sad- 
ness far  from  thee.

1 7  Noe  was  found  perfect,  just,  and  in  the 
time  of  wrath  he  was  made  a  reconcilia- 
tion. 

35  I  will  protect  this  city,  and  will  save  Isaias 
it  for  my  own  sake,  and  for  the  sake  of  xxxvii. 
David  my  servant. 

35  Take  not  away  thy  mercy  from  us  for  Dan.  iii. 
the  sake  of  Abraham  thy  beloved,  and  Isaac 
thy  servant,  and  Israel  thy  holy  one. 

5  Afflicted  in  few  things,  in  many  they     Wisd. 
shall  be  well  rewarded:  because  God  hath       iii, 
tried  them,  and  found  them  worthy  of  him- 
self 

6  As  gold  in  the  furnace  he  hath  proved 
them,  and  as  a  victim  in  a  holocaust  he  hath 
received  them,  and  in  time  there  shall  be 
respect  had  to  them.

26  And  if  one  member  suffer  anything,  all 
the  members  suffer  with  it :  or  if  one  mem- 
ber glory,  all  the  members  rejoice  with  it. 

27  Now  you  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and 
members  of  member. 

1 7  Because  the  bread  is  one,  all  we,  being  i  Cor. 
many,  are  one  body,  who  partake  of  that  one 
bread. 

28  There  is  neither  Jew,  nor  Greek  :  there  Gal.  iii. 
is  neither  bond,  nor  free :   there  is  neither 

male,  nor  female.     For  you  are  all  one  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

11  And   some,    indeed,   he  gave   to   be   Ephes. 
apostles,*   and  some  prophets,   and  others       iv. 
evangelists,  and  others  pastors  and  teachers, 

1 2  For  the  perfection  of  the  saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  unto  the  edification  of 
the  body  of  Christ : 

13  Till  we  all  meet  in  the  unity  of  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 

*  Verses  11  and  13—"  Some  apostles" — "  Until  we  all  meet." 
Here  it  is  plainly  expressed,  that  Christ  has  left  in  His  church  a 
perpetual  succession  of  orthodox  pastors  and  teachers,  to  pre- 
serve the  faithful  in  unity  and  truth . 
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unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the 
age  of  the  fulness  of  Christ. 

16  From  whom  the  whole  body,  com- 
pacted and  fitly  joined  together  by  what 
every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  ope- 
ration in  the  measure  of  every  part,  making 
increase  of  the  body,  unto  the  edifying  of 
itself  in  charity.

joy ;  but  to  the  sinner  he  hath  given  vexa- 
tion, and  superfluous  care,  to  heap  up  and 
to  gather  together,  and  to  give  it  to  him 
that  hath  pleased  God;  but  this  also  is 
vanity,  and  a  fruitless  solicitude  of  the  mind.

strong  man  glory  in  his  strength,  and  let  not

30  Detracters,  hateful  to  God,  contume- 
lious, proud,  haughty,  inventors  of  evil  things, 
disobedient  to  parents, 

31  Foolish,  dissolute,  without  affection, 
without  fidelity,  without  mercy. 

32  Who,  having  known  the  justice  of  God, 
did  not  understand  that  they,  who  do  such 
things,  are  worthy  of  death  :  and  not  only 
they  that  do  them,  but  they  also  that  con- 
sent to  them  that  do  them. 

1 3  Having  their  understanding  darkened,    Ephes. 
being  alienated  from  the  life  of  God  through       iv, 
the  ignorance  that  is  in  them,  because  of  the 
blindness  of  their  hearts.

haughty,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to      iii. 
parents,  ungrateful,  ^vicked, 

3  Without  affection,  without  peace,  slan- 
derers, incontinent,  unmerciful,  without  kind- 
ness, 

4  Traitors,  stubborn,  puffed  up,  and  lovers 
of  pleasures  more  than  of  God. 

13  Evil  men  and  seducers  shall  grow 
worse  and  worse :  erring,  and  driving  into 
enor. 
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1 6    They  profess  that  they  know  God:   Titus i. 
but  in  their  works  they  deny  him;   being 
abominable,  and  incredulous,  and  to  every 
good  work  reprobate. 


WICKED  (END  OF  THE).

be  consumed. 

25    As   a  tempest   that  passeth,  so   the  Prov.  x. 
wicked  shall  be  no  more. 

22  The  death  of  the  wicked  is  very  evil :  Ps. 

and  they  that  hate  the  just  shall  be  guilty.  xxxiii. 
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7  When  the  wicked  man  is  dead,  there  Prov.  xi. 
shall  be  no  hope  any  more  .  .  . 

19  And  they  shall  fall  after  this  without  Wisd.  iv. 
honour,  and  be  a  reproach  among  the  dead 

for  ever :  for  he  shall  burst  them  puffed  up 
and  speechless,  and  shall  shake  them  from 
the  foundations,  and  they  shall  be  utterly 
laid  waste  :  they  shall  be  in  sorrow  and  their 
memory  shall  perish. 

20  They  shall  come  with  fear  at  the  thought 
of  their  sins,  and  their  iniquities  shall  stand 
against  them  to  convict  them.

5  Behold,  how  they  are  numbered  among 
the  children  of  God,  and  their  lot  is  among 
the  saints. 

6  Therefore  we  have  erred  from  the  way 
of  truth,  and  the  light  of  justice  hath  not 
shined  unto  us,  and  the  sun  of  understand- 
ing hath  not  risen  upon  us.

20  Shall  not  the  day  of  the  Lord  be  dark- 
ness, and  not  light :  and  obscurity,  and  no 
brightness  in  it  ? 
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1 7  For  acting  wickedly  against  the  laws  2  Macli. 
of  God  doth  not  pass  unpunished.  iv. 

1 1  Thy  pride  is  brought  down  to  hell,  thy    Isaias 
carcass  is  fallen  down  :  under  thee  shall  the      xiv.

the  long  life  of  the  unjust. 
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13  Being  made  perfect  in  a  short  space, 
he  fulfilled  a  long  time. 

14  For  his  soul  pleased  God:  therefore 
he  hastened  to  bring  him  out  of  the  midst 
of  iniquities :  but  the  people  see  this,  and 
understand  not,  nor  lay  up  such  things  in 
their  hearts.

13  And  the  covenant  of  the  priesthood 
for  ever  shall  be  both  to  him  and  his  seed, 
because  he  hath  been  zealous  for  his  God, 
and  hath  made  atonement  for  the  wicked- 
ness of  the  children  of  Israel. 

139  My  zeal  hath  made  me  pine  away  :       Ps. 
because  my  enemies  forgot  thy  words.  cxviii. 

158  I  beheld  the  transgressors,  and  I 
pined  away ;  because  they  kept  not  thy 
word.

15  For  this  is  not  wisdom,  descending 
from  above ;  but  is  earthly,  sensual,  diaboli- 
cal. 

1 5  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither    Apoc. 
cold,  nor  hot.     I  would  thou  wert  cold,  or       iii. 
hot: 

1 6  But  because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and 
neither  cold,  nor  hot,  I  will  begin  to  vomit 
thee  out  of  my  mouth. 

19  Those  whom  I  love,  I  rebuke  and 
chastise.  Be  zealous,  therefore,  and  do 
penance. 
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
